Taylor ¥, Jamea, $420.--His Lordship 
delivered the following judgment to-day: 

The. plaintiffis.a broker. in-Victoria.and 
‘the defendant was last year the master of 
the steamship Sotland. : 

Tho plaintiff olsims $420 a8 commission 
promised to be paid to him by the defend- 
ant for obtuining a: charter at $14,000 a 
month for the Scotland from‘Abyon, The | 
action firat came before the Court in the 
shape of a’ writ of Foreign Attachment, 
‘Oapt. James having left the jiirisdiction of 
the Odurt ‘before a writ of Summons was 
served on him, A fund in the hands of 
Mr Toller, being a sum of money recovered 
by Capt. James in an aotion from Ahyon, 
was sought to be attached, but the Court 
held that it belonged ‘to the owners not to 
the master of the Scotland. In the absence 
of the defendant and no defence conse- 

ently being ratsed, judgment was givon 


for the plaintiff, but the garnishee order was 


dissolved, On the 13th Soptember tho de- 
fendont having returned to the Uolony and 
arehearing having been. granted, the case 
came on pgain.in the absence of the plain- 
tiff who ‘had then left the Colony for a 
journey to Japan on business, This was 
only fair, as tho defordant’s ovidotioe had 
never been taken, Security being given 
on bebalf of Captain James, I rosorved 
judgment onthe onto as roheard tiutil 
the plaintiff could retum and submit 
himself: to oroxs-examinstion, He : 
never been. cross-examined, as on the firat” 
hearing Usptain James was not repre 
sented by Counnel. On the 4th ultimo the 
care came on once more, the plaintiff having’
